[conclddsdI 4 
XIIL 'Whoaovof an7■a(^^o^'8eclaim'. 
ant8^tp.a;mino;pl' iniDing claioj, under 
this Ordinance Kt aforesaid, (in any 
other respect than as houn'l.iricB as 
next horoinbeforo nicntionod) shall ap- 
ppal boloro tho approvul cf the survey 
by tbo Lands and Worku, as horein, 
before mentioned, oil procoodin^s 
shnll be stayed until a final settleraont 
and adjudication in tho courts of ooin- 
petent jurisdiction of tho rii?bl8 of 
possession to Buch mine or chiini has 
been obtained, when a Crown Grunt 
xnav iBBue as in other oases. 

"XIV. Tho issoo of a Crown Grant to 
-any applioant under this Ordinance,

Duriug the late 
elections the addresses of most of tliocan- 
didatea on both sides favored the adop 
tion of the American plan. In England 
public opinion has undergone a chiingo so 
radical that the father wlio avails himself 
of a Ragged School to have instruction 
imparted to his child is no longer regarded 
as without the pale of respectable society. 
Bis action is applauded ; wbile that of 
tli9 man who suffers his children to grotv 
up in ignorance and vice is condemned, 
and he ia looked upon as an enemy to 
his cbnntry. Tbia ia a sensible state of 
pablie ■entiment to which England 
' lias. attained at laat — a sentiment we

THE PETITIO.V. 

Hon Ilelmoken had laid be/ore tbo Conncil 
a dov ui two previously a petitioo from &lr 
J U Nicholson. As far as the petilioa was 
ooDccrncd, be knew very Utile, and Ibal was 
not the subject that occupied his mind at the 
moraenl. Ho referred to a report which ap- 
peared in the C/oi,oni>t of that day of Iho 
pioceedings ut the Supruma Court relative to 
u case relerred to in tho petition. Tha hon 
member road the eiiract. He was charged 
with having introduced (o the Honse a peti- 
tion containing a ilanderoas reference to the 
GhiiT Justice. He considered that it would 
only be juHtico lo himself and the gentlemao 
for whom the pciiiion bad been presented, 
nnd also Ibe Chiaf Juaiice, that a Commiiteo 
should be appointed in order to enquire into 
Ibe trutb ot so serious an allai;atioa as that 
of having introdaeed to that Hoaae a petition 
of a slanderous character.

Hod Crease tboogbt the motion prematnre 
aa the accuracy of the report bad not been 
ascertained, It was necessary to find out 
wheiher the words conlaiecd in tho report 
had been actnally used by the (Jhiof Juaiico 
or not. 

lJun Ilolmcken — It war quite eoough (or 
him (Hon Halmcken) to know that the 
SDbataaoe of the report was oorrect. 

Hon Hamley thought the enquiry should 
aland over till alter the 19ib, the day on 
wiiich Ilia case would be tned at the Su- 
premo Court. 

Hon Halmcken could not see whot tho 
Council liud to do witb tha trial ot tha case 
lie would strongly advi'o hon memberii 
to allow the Committee to bj apuoioted, as 
ihey must remember that the petition would 
bo printed along with the journals of the 
tiouBO. 

Hon Alston conoeived such an enquiry as 
that proposed altogether prematare as Iho 
report io tha newspaper might be incorrect. 

Hon Carrall — It was a matter of justice lo 
bia Honor the Chief Justice that iho enquiry 
bhould go on , tho House had nothing to 
do with ilio oaso in Cuuri. Thu Chiol Justice 
was at tho head of tho highest Iriiniual wo 
have and deserved every reparation at their 
hands. The respectable seDileraan also on 
whose behalf the petition Had been proseoted 
should bo olearol Irom any blame in the 
mailer. Tlio fact of tho caso being tried 
should in no way modify the notion of the 
Council. 

Hou CroasD doubled tbo propriety of plac* 
ing muob reliance on a newspaper report. 
The Oouoeil should bopoaieaBed of tbe lalleat 
ioformation before taking serfons actioo in a 

matlor of snob importance. Ii was nooos- 
iiury lor ilio auko ol jiHtico that a inoro do» 
peiidablo proof that this language hud been 
n-.ed by the Chief Justice should bo before 
the House. 

Hon Walkem— Tho appointment of a Oom- 
mittee at this time was premature; in fact, 
it would be a daogeroas proooodiDc to en- 
quifre Into olle^atioi^j rwpBoiing Uie Ohiol 
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Jnstloo, who had ordered the case to be 
tried on the l9ih. The Chief Justice should 
have been tiiada ocquiinted with tha fuel 
that such a petition was before Iho House ; 
It would be rather hasty notion on their part 
(0 bo uctuaily trying tha Chief JuRlico in that 
House while ha was trying the caso in Court. 

Hon Pemberton had not Imd time to read 
the petition, nnd therefore thought any uution 
Qt that lima would bo unQdvisahlc. iMoro 
timo should bo ullowod in ordur that hon 
members might make Ibemselvcti thoroughly 
ucquiiinted with tha facts of the case. 

Hon Havelock did not sco bow such an cn 
quiry would in any woy prejudice Iho case in 
Court. The HoQsa was not responsible tor 
such results. It would only be justice lo the 
hon manibar who introduced tho petiiion ; 
and wholher Iba caso in Court would I o pre- 
judiced or not was not a question for that 
HouGa . 

Hon Ball — Any inquiry into tho circum- 
stances would be improper until after tha 
case bad beeo decided before tbe Chief 
Jastice. 

lion Ilelmckcn fait sorry that hon mem- 
bers should not have more raspect for their 
position and for the Chief Justica than to 
allow a matter of such serious import lo lie 
on the toblo for the next three weeks, Jt 
shonld bo gone into at once. Il could in no 
wise prejudice tbe case before tbo Court. He 
could not sao how thoy improved matters by 
leaving the enquiry as to whether the ullega- 
tinns were trueor not, till by and by j or on aa- 
cerlaicing tho facts at once, they would be 
just as much in tho dark then ns now. Ac- 
cording to tho report in the paper, ihe Uhiol 
Justice considered himself alandored, and thu 
sooner suob a stain wua wiped of! the hcttet' ; 
or, shoold farther procauiings bo nofen'Siiry, 
tho snoner they were taken lhi3 betlur, 

Aftar eomo further di.= cii-3i;)n, iho hnn 
Halmcken asked loave to withdraw liis mo- 
tion, which, on leave being granted, was 
withdrawn accordingly. 

FENCE BILL, 

Hon Grci"!— Although Ibis bill might not 
be of BO muuh ounscquenoe on the maiiiluiHl, 
il was voty imporlanl lo ngriflullurisia iu the 
«icioily of Victoria. Ha wua prcpiired for 
some oppo-'ilinn, but ho wu* prrpan (.1 to over- 
come that when thb Qdvan!ugi.'s of llio tiiil 
wore understood. Sueh a lnw was not neces- 
sary for sottlad countries, but it was abso- 
lutely necessary hero. The dilftraiioo be- 
tween this and tbe English law was, that in 
England tho cattle were feaoed in, wbcraas 
here wo de'ired to fcooe them out. Parts ol 
this country wero thickly wooded, part 
prairie, and part agricultural lund.b.cnco dif- 
ferent descriptions of fenco were required. 
The hon and learned gentleman then pro- 
ceeded to explain the effjct ol certaiu clauses 
in the bill. 

Hon Trutoh seconded tho motion of the 
boo Attorney General for tho eeoond reiidin^ 
ol the bill. The English law was nut upllli^ 
cable to ibis colony, Tlio groal laaluro of 
tho present bill was that it did nut make tho 
fonoing in of cattle iinperativo. He, how- 
qvlt, believed that tha bill might bo altered 
with advantage, and Irmtod that in commit, 
too il would assume a dill'oroi;t slmpe. IT; 
thought tho House should usiutno the respon- 
sibility of (lefiniijg what a legal foiicu onght 
lo be, the height and mitcrialn eho-;en beini; 
left to tbe ogriculiurisla themselves. Feueu 
viewera were not requisite ; tbe machinery 
was too cumbroas. 

Hons Davie, Carrall, Pembnrton ond Ala- 
ton spike in favor ol tbo bill, and Hon., 
O'Reilly, Drake, Ball^ Wood and others 0[)- 
posed. The bill was Dllimately read a Becood 
lime and oommitted for to«morrow. 

SAVINQS BANK DILL. 

Hon Crease taid that the meat viUio of 
the bill was that it ODCuurugod ilio principle 
of thrift in a class thai bavo not now the 
means of exorcising it. The bill would not 
afTscttbe banks in tho least. It was nut in- 
tended to carry cQi any large icheiric— a 
small commencinent would be m ida, and tho 
establishment could afterwards ho oxtoinled 
if required. Deposiiors enuld put in u d-illar, 
aod the ';ntirQ deposits fur ono year inu-it no' 
exceed $500 J no inleresl would bu allo.vi'd 
in any oaso over thai iimount. The in.-titiil ion 
would be supplemental to the present nyslem 
of bunking, as tho small econoinieii would 
lead to larger sums, aad Iha present Banks 
would ihcii coino into requaiiion. Sums of 
81000 may be put inlu tho I'roneury, the 
Government thus becoming revpuiisiblc lo 
depositors, and in the iniarim would have 
the use of tbe money. The Cornmifsioncrs 
were empowered to return ihe money to do- 
positors, if there was not sufiiuient business 
CO make it worthy of continuance ; tha whole 
establislimenl wonid only require a gingle 
clerk so ibat it would be inexpensive, 

Hon Ueimcken agreed with the principle of 
tbe bill. Savings should be established ov- 
erywherOi hot particularly in a country where 
economy waa ridiculed, ond extravagance 
supposed to be tbo right thing. But ha ob 
jeoted to the bill as it stood, tbo machinery 
being perfectly unfit for tho city of Victoria. 
Tlie CoriimissioiierM should bu selfutcd from 
the GdvernmeDt officers, and all thu buaineas 
BhoulJ be dooQ by officers ut the Governmenti 
The bill may or may not prove a suooess, 
but they Bhould not go into expense to try it. 
The bill was too cumbrous, too ixpeosive, 
depositors should ba allowed to put twentys 
five ceniH in the bank. 

Some further discussion enflnud, purlicipa- 
led in by Hons Hclmcken, Orense, Alston, 
Carrall, Wood, Uavio and 'Trulob. Theseo- 
ond reading was carried, and the bill oom- 
mitted for Monday, 

DK.STUUCTION OF WOLVES AND I'ANTIIERB. 

Hon Davie asked leave to bring in a bill 
providing for rewards being paid to persona 
(or tho deslroclion of wolves and iiantliers. 
Thess animals cniiiciitled great doprcdalions 
on tha farms in Vancouver Island, rnakii.g it 
impossible to raisn sheep. [ The hon geri- 
iloinnn road tho bill.) Leava was granted, 
and the bill was iheu road u first time ; tbe 
second reading on Wednesday next.

Tho connootiiin beiweon the Legislntivo and 
ID.teculive fJounoilo at prosont was of an 
Qxlieniely slender nature; bad the oouncc 
lion been mora intimato, many of ihu dill'jr-. 
onoas that bavo occurred (rem limo to 
lima would never have bnpiiennd, Tho 
grave questions that arose botwnen thu 
Exooulive and Logisluiivo Coone la dur. 
ing tbe existenoo ot tho old House, was 
owing, DO doubt, to tho want of harmony 
between lb? (no br^qohga of the LoglsUture. 



The altorntion WOtild givo greater oor.fidenoe 
in the Exeoutivo Council, the people would 
fuel that they wero not barred out as hither- 
to. It waa quito truo howover that tho 
Exeoulivo members of the Logislativn 
Council bad never been constrained to vole 
other than as they chose, aod Iheir opioiona 
were always expressed with the greatest free- 
dom. It was a groat mistake to Bupposa 
that thcfc pnntleincn wero at tha beck and 
call of Ihu Governor. Ho opposed thu bill 
last session in which tha very same priuci 
plea waio involved; that bill had been 
brought forward in a very ubio manner; he

Hon Halmcken had learnt from experi- 
ence that no repreBontative Government 
can work unless thern exists tha closest cou- 
neclion between the Executive aad Legisla- 
tive OounoiU. This wqb the reason why 
tho Goveroinent of Vancouver Island could 
not be carried on because such antagonism 
exislod; tbey must be allowed to know what 
was going on in tbe Exeoulive (Jounoil; peo> 
pie did not like to bo excluded. The Gov- 
ernment would ba strongthcntHl, and would 
learn from their representatives tho desires 
ot tliu peoplo. 

Hon Carrall said there was a want ol con- 
fidence on tho part of tbe people who wero 
taxed and bud no word in tha dispogal of 
tbe money, if tho Governmeot refused to 
comply wiih this mo3l reasonable request of 
iho people Ibe must serious oonsequenccs 
might unison. 

Hon Wood would not support tho clause 
as it stood; it was proper to have the ussia- 
tanea ul tlio!<c possessing experlonco io the 
E.YOcutivo Cououil, but he did not sco that 
reaoluiijn would meot Ibo want in a proper 
uiaunei-.

He feared that the 
ul'.eralujii proposL'd in thu resolution w; uld 
n U be so boiicficiai as tho honorublo pro- 
poser lhink:>; he thought tbe object might be 
aiiaioed luooh better in another way, ba 
wi ulil therelore move an amendment to the 
lirst clou-o. f Tho Hon member hare read 
tho anioijilmcnt. I lie did nut tbiuk it snin to 
entrust all tha voting to tho rtJprcseritalive 
iiiemburs. Il he tliouttht ilio Colony was 
ripe for such uclion, he would desire to see 
the whole body elective. There were prac- 
tical difficulties in Ibu upper country that 
wero iiisurmouol&blo, and he could ni/t con- 
flcii tiiiuusly vuto for the resolution. 

Hon Urease fcceonded tho aincndnient nl 
the Hun C'lief Cnniinijsioncr of Lands and 
WurUfi, nnd ooneuirod in the general t' mis of 
that amendment. Ho approved of the gone' 
ral priuciples of tho resolution; it was quiio 
evident tbe peop'e sbou'd have a voice in the 
dieposal of their money, but tho time for full 
n presenlaliva power bed not arrived, tho 
dilhenltii'^ 111 tho way were irisiii inoiitilabla.

They oonsiBtofa 
number of wagons, each of which is adapted 
to carry a dt nun con ■ ids, and is lurnisbed 
wilh benches on which they reposo and havoo 
cookioom. Their chiuf use is lor tho ropoao 
of the convicts, who draw them from plooo 
to place to perform the work assigned. Some* 
limes this work is In town, oi other times at 
a distance upon tho roads, when much time 
and expcnso is i^uved by the uso made of 
these portable dwullingH. Would it not be 
wall lo consider whothor we might not imi- 
tate tho Chilians with advantage by having 
similar prisons adapted to our climate, ond 
to the labor to bo pertorniedjio eon e parts of 
our eiuntry V 
"And now lot me nek why, when the 
Governor's closing Hpeeeh of Ist May, 1868, 
noticed scriulvn tiit; previous reeolutious of 
us Legislatiure, all meulion of tiio following 
was omitted 7 

'Resolved, That this Committee is of opinion 
that tho auiiilgamation of tbe jails of Victoria 
and New WesimiDsler is advisable, aod that 
such amalgcraaiion would be attended with 
a considerable (liniinution of CTpenso i( tho 
prisoog weic ooiicenlratud.' 

I'o say nulliing ot tbo extravagance that 
must attend tho double establishment, it was 
clearly shown that ilie prisoners par hajd 
wero maintained at Victoria at far less ex- 
pense than at Now Westminster, and that 
their services were far more effoclual at the 
luriiier Ihun ut the lullei slatiou. Every tax- 
payer and tho Colony at largo mnat feel tha 
duepe.vt iiitereot in oliluining a satislaolory 
answer lo ihe qiiosiion ubovci asked.
